The report of the local state health 
laboratory for the month of Novem­ 
ber shows an appreciable decrease 
of sickness in the Valley. Out of 75 
tests for malaria only one specimen 
proved positive, and but two cases of 
typhoid were found in examining 14 
cases. 
Sporatic cases of diphtheria , are} 
still crapping out in the valley, 
al­ 
though Morgan county is not suffer­ 
ing from the malady.

, Sixty-six actual cases were found, 
while the total for the month of O ; 
tober was over 200. 
Out of 134 tests for gonorrhea, 50 
proved positive, and 65 cases of the 
Wassertnan 
test were positive from 
a total of 264. 
Although the number of 
doctors 
throughout the valley that use the 
laboratory is increasing, fewer spec­ 
imens were examined there than in 
any month since April of this year. 
In all, 1260 texts were made.

Eclipse Of Sun To Be 
Visible In Much Of 
America January 24

The northern

edges of the shadow band can

laid down within a 
mile. 
Hence, 
when the almanac predicts that the 
southern edge will cross the upper 
end of Central Park in New 
York 
City it is fairly certain 
that 
the 
shadow will not keep off the graas. 
All this knowledge, however, is not 
a product of the present generation. 
It has been 
slowly 
accumulating 
through many centuries. 
Most of it 
is due to the proof of the law of 
gravitation which was given by Isaae 
Newton toward the end of the 17th 
century. 
“But we have to pay our homage 
to observers for their industry much 
further back than that,’’ the profes­ 
sor continued. 
“More 
than 
2,500 
years ago the Chaldeans were able 
to predict when eclipses would oc­ 
cur, because they had learned 
that 
there is a long series of them repeat­ 
ed in a little over 18 years. It is re­ 
markable that they should h*ve been 
n’de to get this knowledge because 
any eclipse does not cover quite the 
same part of the earth’s surface as 
the corresponding one which occur­ 
red 18 years 
before.

must 
hnve kept records over at least 
century, perhap* over 
many 
cen­ 
turies, before the cycle was discov­ 
ered. 
The eclipse of next January 
will be seen by many millions 
of 
people. 
In the map which has been 
issued by the naval observatory it
